State study names hazard zone in EC

EL CERRITO — A significant 
portion of El Cerrito has beennamed 
a Very High Hazard Severity Zone 
by the California Department of 
Forestry and Fire Protection (CDF). 
That comes as no surprise to fire 
department staff; the city has con- 
sidered the zone high risk by its 
own standards. 


The Tom Bates’ bill, AB 337, 
required the setting of standards for 
fire safe roofing and vegetation 
clearance in certain areas of the 
state in order to reduce the risk of 
wildfire impinging on urban zones. 


The bill required the CDF to inven- 
tory and identify areas at risk 
throughout California. The agency 
then refined its own standards, now 
required in the newly defined areas. 

In November, maps were dis- 
tributed to local agencies for signoff; 
though Fire Chief Steve Cutright 
has signed off on the boundaries for 
the risk zone in E] Cerrito, the city 
does have 120 days to challenge 
them. It’s an action he doesn’t ex- 
pect. 

“The area is essentially the same 
as we had adopted when we were 
going for the (fire hazard abate- 
ment) benefit assessment district,”

Cutright said. “What was so grati- 
fying is that we considered a certain 
zone as high risk, and the CDF 
came in with a field survey and 
came to the same conclusion. 

“That independent judgement... 
served as something of a reality 
check, a test to show us that we 
were. in fact on track. 

“We strongly endorse the Bates 
bill, and we’re very pleased that 
they came to the same conclusions 
we did.” 

Generally, the Bates bill imposes 
tworequirements on businesses and 
homeowners in the designated 
zones: class B roof coverings on all

Last spring local potter Susan

Kensington land purchase in the works

KENSINGTON — Representa- 
tives of the Kensington Commu- 
nity Service District (KCSD) and 
the West Contra Costa Unified 
School District have signed a real 
estate purchase agreement for sur- 
plus district property. The KCSD 


met Tuesday night to work out the 
contingencies of the agreement un- 
der very tight deadlines. Compli- 
cating the matter is the fact that 2/3 
of the KCSD board is new; Tuesday 
was the first meeting for newly- 
elected board members David Fike 
and Lynn Wolter. 

Fike and Wolter are not new to 


the situation, however; both have 
been active in advocating for acqui- 
sition of the surplus property and 
are well aware of the remaining 
unresolved issues. 

The property has been designated 
as Parcel A and Parcel B. By advi- 
sory vote, the community had rec- 
ommended that the board pursue 


purchase of Parcel A, which in- 
cludes the park/open space area 
currently leased by the KCSD for 
recreational purposes and the old 
Jefferson School site; it comprises 
about six acres. Some discussion 
continues as to the future of the 
two-acre Parcel B purchase; that

Planning, public works merged in Albany

ALBANY — In the latest in a 
series of admistrative shake-ups, 
the Albany City Council voted to 
merge the city’s public works and 
planning departments into a new 
department which emphasizes en- 
vironmental planning. 

According to City Administra- 
tor Darren Fields, the Department 


of Community Development & En- 
vironmental Resources will encom- 
pass community priorities and help 
Albany respond to state and federal 
mandates in the areas of clean air, 
clean water and waste management. 

“My intent in proposing this new 
structure is to address a number of 
areas of community concern and to 
strengthen existing program func- 


tions in a more proactive, system- 
atic function,” Fields said Monday 
at the City Council meeting. 

The restructuring plan is not a 
downsizing of city government and 
will not lead to layoffs in either the 
public works or planning depart- 
ments. 

Rather, the new organizational 
structure will be staffed by 10 people 


om 


instead of the current total of nine 
between the two separate depart- 
ments. 

The move comes at a time when 
Claudia Cappio, planning director, 
will leave city employment to at- 
tend law school and Public Works 
director Ron Lefler has just ten- 
dered his resignation.

Scooters then and now a great way to travel 


Looking back to the teens — 
the 19teens, that is — let’s 
consider the history of the 
scooter. 

The street we lived on was 
paved, but there were no 
sidewalks. They, the sidewalks, 
began about 200 feet down at 
the next corner but were pretty 
steep for maybe the first half- 
mile between our home and my 
school. So when Dad found out 
that the local cobbler told 
Mother that she and the mother 
of another youngster my age 
were his best customers, he 
decided to invent a braking 
system so the scooter I rode to 
school didn’t use so much shoe 
leather. So he did. 

He improved his design on 
the next, and more up-to-date 
scooter he bought for me; it had 
replaceable shoes that could be 
changed when worn out. I was 
the envy of the fathers of all the 
other kids in the neighborhood. 

But about that time came the 
Skate Coaster fad. To make a 
skate coaster you took a 1-inch 
by 6-inch board about 5 feet 
long, and some sort of wooden 
box (they were easily available 
in those days); then took one 
skate apart and mounted one end 
on the front of the 1-inch by 6- 
inch and the other on the back. 
Then you mounted the box on 
the front end, probably attached 
a handle, painted a big number 
on the front, and you had your 
own scooter. 

You could be proud that you 
made it yourself, but it limited 
your ability to turn corners. 
They were popular and 
“everybody” had to have one. 

Mine had a brake with 
replaceable brake shoes. Dad 
was no dummy. 

Eventually, of course, the 
skate coaster fad and scooters 
faded into history and were 
replaced by other modes of 
transportation. Also, I sort of 


outgrew them, in time. 

Then in early 1994 I felt the 
need of something smaller than 
an ’98 Oldsmobile to take me on 
short marketing trips and started 
inquiring about those little carts 
I had seen being ridden by some 
of my contemporaries and 
wasn’t quite sure what to look 
for in the Yellow Pages. It 
turned out, of course, to be 
scooters. Count me as a self- 
appointed expert on same, at 
this point. 

And based on the number of 
times I’m stopped and asked 
questions about mine, I’m pretty 
sure they are the coming thing 
for senior transportation. So if 
you are interested, listen up: 

Most of them have three 
wheels and are less expensive 
than the four-wheelers, which 
seem to have more stability in 
sharp turns and driving across 
slopes. 

They are all more fun to ride 
than you can imagine. They can 
be driven into maybe 95 percent 
of all the places you are likely to 
want to go. There is a maximum 
slant they can be driven up, but 
that will be explained in the 
owner’s manual. 

They all seem to be powered 
by the same type, if not same 
make of motors. They are 
powered by batteries and carry 
their own recharging equipment 
with them. When not in use, 
keep them plugged into an AC 
outlet — they cannot be 
overcharged. 

Top speed will be a little over 
5 miles per hour and is 
adjustable. You’ll need to set it 
for slow when in heavy 
pedestrian traffic and/or getting 
in and out of tight areas like 
elevators. The brakes are right 
in the motor and will 
automatically slow you down 
while going down a hill as you 
ease off on the throttle. 

The bigger ones are more 


comfortable to ride in but won’t 
fit into places you may want to 
take them. They will all fit a 
BART train; most will fit an AC 
Transit bus in the 2500 to 2800 
Series, but mine, for instance, 
won’t fit into anything smaller. 
The AC Transit bus drivers are 
most helpful and will knock 
their brains out to try to get you 
aboard if they can, but 
sometimes they simply can’t fit 
you onto their lifter or stow you 
away once you’re aboard. 

I’d estimate that about 85 
percent of people will be 
courteous and helpful when they 
see you trying to maneuver 
through aisles of a store and 
pick things off the shelves. But 
then there’s the other 15 
percent; to them you’re a 
nuisance. Just write “em off. 

And you’ll have to make your 
peace with the local 
gendarmerie who object to your 
riding in the streets except at 
crossings. Most cities have put 
out a lot of money to provide 
ramps at the corners to 
accommodate wheelchair riders, 
and these are also essential to 
scooter riders. 

But the much smaller wheels 
on scooters and the lack of 
springs will quickly convince 
you of the superiority of streets 
over sidewalks for smoothness. 
The city occasionally resurfaces 
the streets, but sidewalks are the 
property of the owners of the 
property including the sidewalks 
and don’t keep them up. You’d 
be astonished how rough they 
are. 

Though you might have to 
convince the cop by having him 
ride for a block on your scooter, 
one block on the sidewalk and 
the other in the street to prove 
that.

Tennis court kudos 
Editor: 


Have you noticed the improvements at the City 


of El Cerrito Tennis Courts? 


The courts at Cerrito Vista Park have been 
resurfaced, and the same work is underway at 


school. 


Many people feel that the funds generated from 
court rental, as well as a miniscule portion of 


property and other city taxes, should go to tennis 


court repair, rather than imposing the onerous 


Arlington Park. Much-needed wind screens have 
been installed at the high school, improving the 


quality of play. 


The cost for these improvements will exceed 


$15,000, all provided by the tennis players. The 
El Cerrito Tennis Club paid for the wind screens. 
The major items of court repair have been funded 
by a combination of the El Cerrito Tennis 
Improvement Association, a non-profit corpora- 
tion created by the local tennis community, and 
the proceeds from sale by the city of a permit 
necessary for reserving a tennis court and giving 
permit holders priority over non-permit players at 


any time. 


The annual cost of the permit ($50 residents 
and $57.50 non-residents) goes entirely to tennis 
court maintenance and repair. The rental fee for a 


reservation is additional. 


These efforts were required because the City of 
E] Cerrito, in spite of collecting over $25,000 per 
year in rental fees, had not put any money from 
any source into tennis court maintenance or repair 
for over seven years. The city will continue to put 
the court rental fees (not the permit fees) of over 
$25,000 into the general fund, and it has no plans 
for using it or any other tax revenue for court 


maintenance or repairs. 


Depending upon future fund-raising and the 
success of the permit sales, additional work will

EBMUD rate payers and prop- 
erty owners within the two-county 
water district will share the cost of 
$189 million in seismic improve- 
ments, the district’s board of direc- 
tors decided recently. 

The 4-2 decision to divide the 
cost of the program — half will 
appear on water bills and half on 
property tax bills —came after three 
hours of public presentations and 
board debate. Directors Andrew 
Cohen and John Coleman voted 
against the bifurcated collection 
method and director Katherine 
McKinney was absent. 

“We are elected to the board to 
use our best judgment,” said board 
president Stuart Flashman. “In my 
best judgment, there is a clear ben- 
efit here to property owners (as well 
as water users)...I’m very pleased 
we were able to reach a point of 
agreement.” 

Board members also urged that 
the project be put on a fast track and 
completed in 10 years, rather than 
the proposed 15. 

“Frankly, my own feeling is that 
the possibility of an earthquake is 
even higher than initially expected 
when the study was started,” 
Flashman said. 

The hybrid levy, based on a per- 
centage of a customer’s total 
monthly water bill as well as parcel 
size, will be collected over a 35- 
year period. The charge that will 
appear on the water bill as a seismic 
improvement surcharge is based on 
7.8 percent of the total water bill. 
The charge that shows up on the 
parcel owners’ property tax bill is 
derived from the size of the parcel. 

For example, a typical residen- 
tial customer using 250 gallons a 
day and owning a 1/4 acre or less, 
would have an additional total 
monthly levy of between $1.50 and 
$1.55. 

Ofthis, 70 cents per month would 
appear on the bimonthly water- bill 
and 80 cents to 85 cents a month 
would be collected on the property 


tax bill. 

“The rationale is that property 
owners have a direct benefit de- 
rived from seismic improvement 
program and this (spreading of the 
charges) recognizes the benefit,” 
said EBMUD spokesperson Ida 
McClendon. “All of us derive ben- 
efit of a district being able to pro- 
vide a safe water supply within three 
weeks of the most cataclysmic 
event.” 

At the regular Dec. 13 board 
meeting, the board of directors will 
decide when the levies will become 


_ effective. Seismic upgrade charges 


could appear on water bills as early 
as January of next year and on prop- 
erty taxes in December, 1995. 

Setup costs for adding the addi- 
tional charge to water bills is ex- 
pected to be less than $5,000. Col- 
lecting the seismic improvement 
charge on property tax bills will 
cost the district about $120,500, in 
addition to an estimated $230,000 
in setup costs for generating a sepa- 
rate tax roll of approximately 75,000 
parcels in Alameda and Contra 
Costa counties. 

The upgrade is based on a two- 
year district study, urged by board

“Why should customers pay 
money forsomething entirely ques- 
tionable,” Harlan quizzed directors. 
“How can you fix something that 
isn’t broken...No one knows when 
or where an earthquake will occur, 
if it ever will, (and) there is no 
guarantee that a $189 million pro- 
gram will do the job.” 

However, according to data 
gleaned from state-of-the-art com- 
puter modeling technology, a staff 
study estimates that a 7.0 quake 
along the Hayward fault could cut 
off water to 63 percent of EBMUD 
customers, damage four of the six 
water treatment plants, cause up to 


ies EBMUD adopts seismic cost sharing plan 


5,500 breaks in pipes serving homes 
and businesses, block the Claremont 
Tunnel which carries water to the 
East Bay hills and increase fire risk 
by halting water flow to hydrants. 

EBMUD’s 3,400 miles of sup- 
ply lines are also at risk from quakes 
along the Concord, Calaveras and 
San Andreas faults, the study con- 
cludes. 

Without seismic improvements, 
it would take the district at least six 
months to reconnect water service 
for all customers and nearly two 
years before service was back to 
normal, said Dennis Diemer, 
EBMUD director of engineering 
and construction. Water users could 
also face as much as $2 billion in 
business and property losses as a 
result. 

The seismic redo approved by 
the board includes upgrading 
pumping plants, treatment plants 
and 20 reservoirs, and reinforcing 
the Claremont, San Pablo and Up- 
per San Leandro tunnels. Plans call 
for installing large diameter pipe at 
fault crossings and anchoring vital 
equipment such as electrical cabi- 
nets, microwave and radio equip- 
ment.

Force is El Cerrito’s new mayor. 
Former mayor Jane Bartke handed 
over the gavel at a special ceremony 
Monday night. The council cham- 
bers were packed as the first male 
mayor in a number of years took 
office. 

In the short Redevelopment 
Agency meeting which followed, 
Mae Ritz handed over her gavel to 
Bartke, who will chair the agency 
during the coming year. 

La Force is an attorney and 
handles a number of cases involv- 
ing environmental issues. He is ac- 
tive in regional issues and is cur- 
rently serving as president of the 
San Francisco Bay chapter of the 
Sierra Club. 

In accepting the new responsi- 
bility, La Force thanked his fellow 
council members and praised the 
congeniality and sense of coopera- 
tion in the group. He also pointed to 
a “truly remarkable staff” as “one 
of the things that has made us work 
so well as a city.”

to public service of El Cerrito’s 
staff members has been underlined 
by the variety of charitable efforts 
different individuals have made, he 
said. 

La Force said he came to his city 
council position “with the classic 
optimism of someone new to poli- 
tics and public service.” 

Immediately, however, he and 
other council members were faced 
with “a tremendous brick wall of 
fiscal reality,” cuts in local rev- 
enues caused by both the federal 
and state levels of government. 
Many hopes, he said, were put on 
the back burner, “but we slugged it 
through.” 

Even more than that, said La 
Force, El Cerrito was able to get its 
“fiscal house in order,” increasing 
reserves and putting the city on a 
sound financial footing. 

The new mayor believes the vi- 
tality of the city will continue, par- 
ticularly with the voters’ authoriza- 
tion to continue redevelopment ac- 
tivity. 

Particularly in an urban area, he 
said, things can’t stay as they’ve 
always been. 

“We must respond to new situa- 
tions,” said La Force, who sees re- 
development as a tool for insuring 
against the kinds of things he’s seen 
in other urban centers — boarded 
up businesses and “a spiral of de- 
cline and decay.” 

One of his goals as mayor is “to 
foster a constant economic life in 
the city. 

“That will change some things,” 
he said. “New businesses will come, 
some old ones will leave. Some old 
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businesses will stay and grow.” 

More economic development, La 
Force believes, will bring the in- 
creased sales tax revenues El Cerrito 
needs to avoid further burdens on 
the taxpayers — such as increased 
utility taxes. 

“We have to have a constantly 
changing, vitalized life(in the) city,” 
he said. 

La Force also addressed several 
other issues El Cerrito is facing. 
Though governance of the city and 
the city’s schools is separate, good 
schools are important for a commu- 
nity, he said, pointing to property 
values as one indicator. 

La Force supports the West 
Contra Costa Unified School 
District’s proposed assessment dis- 
trict since it demonstrates an effi- 
cient use of both city and school 
resources, particularly in the pro- 
gram possibilities it will provide 
for youth. 

“This district did pass by a sub- 
stantial majority, if not a landslide, 
the last parcel assessment,” he said 
later. “Despite what the opponents 
say, there is clear support for the 
assessment.” 

Another continuing issue will be 
the attemptto balance finances with 
the services needed to make El 
Cerrito “a good place to live,” he 
said. 

Those include a number of as- 
pects, from police and fire services 
to parks to meeting the Americans 
with Disabilities Act requirements 
for providing handicapped access, 
requirements that not all communi- 
ties are addressing with the energy 
El Cerrito is, he said. 


As mayor, La Force will also be 
interested in watching the state and 
federal levels of government, in 
order to be able to deal with them 
“rationally and logically” as an in- 
formed city. From issues of 
homelessness to an acceptance of 
new immigrants into the United 
States, he said, he’ll do his best to 
articulate the philosophy he’d like 
the city to project. 

La Force praised El Cerrito for 
its proven proactivity in many areas 
already, particularly in care for the 
environment. He pointed out, for 
example, that the city is “almost 
near the 50 percent goal” for waste 
reduction required by the state for 
five years from now. 

Efforts in recycling and other 
areas, he said, “are reflective of the 
character of this community.” 

In opposition to that, La Force 
believes, was the recent passage of 
Prop. 187. For La Force that re- 
flected “a lack of understanding as 
to who we are as a people and a lack 
of vision.” 

His own ancestors, he said, were 
illegal aliens of the 1600s, who came 
without a charter and without the 
invitation of those who lived here. 

Certain attitudes, he said, “ap- 
peal to the baseness in our culture. 

“That’s not where the strength of 
our community lies,” he said, mak- 
ing a pledge to follow a higher vi- 
sion as mayor. 

“We are a good community, and 
we can do good things together,” 
said La Force. “It starts with us. 

“Starting with us, we can create 
a movement that can turn this coun- 
try around.”

Elisa’s mother combined her talent with her 
passion, and during the civil rights era and the 
anti-war movement, it was her mother, Lorraine 
Schneider, who did the block print that became a 
watchword for the movement, the one that said, 
“War is not healthy for children and other living 
things.” It was done in a handsome block, using 
childish letters which, Elisa confides, were taken 
from her own childish printing. 

Lorraine Schneider did other work that was 
widely recognized and greatly admired. In fact, 
looking through the book Klevens showed me, I 
recognized many pieces that became popular 
icons. 

Elisa loves being in the world of children’s 
books. “It is kind of a refuge from the chaos of 
the real world,” she says, and she adds, “I am 
threatened by the lack of imagination in the 
world.” That, she feels, is where a lot of the 
cruelty in the world comes from. “You don’t 
empathize beyond your own boundaries.” 


Elisa speaks of a beloved children’s book she 
read called “Miss Rumphiris.” Miss Rumphiris’ 
father tells her she must do something to make the 
world more beautiful. “That’s my goal,” Klevens 
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pve of art and children at the heart of writer/illustrator’s talent 


says, and she wants to do it by adding imagination 
to the children’s world. “The only power that 
children have is their imagination. I want to give 
children something beautiful or hopeful or 
imaginative. Something that encourages their own 
possibilities.” 

She says beginning her career was difficult, as 
it usually is for a writer. Her first story, when 
accepted by a publisher, had to be reworked many 
times. “And it is still a struggle with each book,” 
she says, “but it is worth it.” 

She says she came by her own way of 
illustrating when she was a child. “I liked to make 
material things,” she remembers. “Worlds within 
worlds. And that’s what they are. Sort of a 
microcosm.” She works in watercolor as well as 
collage. She says it all grew out of playing with 
dolls. She would make clothes for them, and 
embroider them with bits of yarn and wool and 
use some lace. And that is what she does with her 
illustrations. “It’s a lot of fun.” 

Does she read her own books to three-year-old 
Mia? “No, I like to read her other people’s 
books.” But husband Paul sometimes reads Elisa’s 
books to Mia. 


The Klevens live in Albany, where Paul has his 
law practice. I enjoyed seeing their home. The 
door is surrounded by birds which she painted, 
and other touches of her art make the home very 
special.

times this holiday season. Yet less 
food is being donated now, leaving 
food banks worried that they won’t 
be able to meet the need. 

Recently the federal government 
announced that funding to purchase 
food in The Temporary Emergency 
Food Assistance (TEFAP) program

was being cut 75 percent. The im- 
pact of this decision locally is a loss 
of 500,000 pounds of food for the 
Contra Costa Food Bank. 

The food bank lost an additional 
500,000 pounds in 1994 from na- 
tional companies because of con- 
tinued efforts by the food industry 
toreduce food waste. Running more 
efficient operations is good for busi- 
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ness but bad for charitable agencies 
that distribute surplus and unmar- 
ketable products. 

“Together, these developments 
represent a 20 percent reduction in 
available food resources,” said 
Larry Sly, executive director of the 
food bank. “Worst of all, they come 
at a time when a record number of 
local people need food assistance.” 

To make up the difference, the 
food bank has organized additional 
community food drives, seeking 
donations from individuals to off- 
set declining government and busi- 
ness support. Food bank collection 
barrels are being placed in more 
than 800 sites throughout Contra 
Costa County, including all Safeway 
and Lucky stores and First Inter- 
state Banks. The food bank’s Con- 
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cord warehouse also will be open 
extended hours to accept food do- 
nations. 

The Contra Costa Food Bank 
provides food every month to37,000 
needy Contra Costa County resi- 
dents. Children, homeless families, 
low-income seniors, and others re- 
ceive free meals and food baskets 
through a network of 200 charitable 
agencies supported by the food 
bank. The food bank also operates 
three programs (Brown Bag, Food 
for Children, and USDA Commodi- 
ties) that provide food directly to 
local people in need.

The Day The Music Died: I remember the 
exact moment when | knew the ’60s were over. 

It happened exactly 25 years ago Tuesday, at 
the Rolling Stones concert at Altamont. 

But I’m not talking about the killings. My 
revelation occurred before the concert even 
started, while we were walking to the site. 

Throughout the morning, the deejay on KFRC, 
which had appointed itself the Official Stones 
Station for the occasion, kept telling listeners to 
take the wrong turnoff. Most people ended up 
parking more than five miles away. 

So we started walking. And walking. And 
walking. 

A line of people stretched out in front, as far as 
I could see. The line snaked up the nearest hill, 
down the other side, up the next hill, down the 
other side, and on and on. 

As I started walking up the last hill, I saw the 
line split ahead of me around something in the 
road and reform on the other side, like a river 
flowing around a rock. 

That thing in the road turned out to be a man. 
He was carrying a huge sack slung across his 
body, Johnny Appleseed-style. 

He dipped into the sack, pulled out handfuls of 
pills of various shapes and colors, and offered 
them to the people filing past. Almost everyone 
grabbed a bunch and stuffed them in their mouths. 
And no one asked him what they were. 

I was in shock. Up to then, I had really 
believed that I belonged to a generation of saints. 
I thought we all wanted to seek truth, fight . 
injustice, and practice kindness. Drugs were 
supposed to be for enlightenment, not partying. In 
the words of Dino Valente, who died last week, 
“Come on people, smile on your brother, 
everybody get together, try to love one another 
right now.” 

Instead, I found myself surrounded by half a 
million totally freaked-out stoners, most of whom 
had no idea what they were flying on and cared 
even less. 

And once the drugs took over, all the hippie 
ethics went right out the window. I saw a man 
beating a young girl because she wouldn’t vacate 
a spot near the stage that he wanted. I saw people 
drive their cars into crowds to make them move 
out of the way. 

For me, all the horrors that followed later that 
day — the Hells Angels riot, the brutal beating of 
the naked fat man, the fatal knifing — were just a 
denouement.

That was the moment I knew the cultural side 
of “The Movement” was dead. Two years later, I 
realized that the political side was dead, too. It 
happened when I read Jerry Rubin’s book, “Do 
It!” 

It may be poor taste to bash Jerry so soon after 
his death, so let me say up front that I’m sorry he 
died. 

But I can never forgive him for writing these 
words: “If you want to be a true revolutionary, 
you’ll have to murder your parents in their beds.” 

Now, this occurred just when Nixon was telling 
ordinary working-class Americans that student 
protesters like me were their enemy. Jerry helped 
convince them that Nixon was right. 

I could have forgiven him if the stakes hadn’t 
been so high. But while he was having such a 
good time acting out, Americans and Vietnamese 
were dying by the thousands. Would it have been 
such a sacrifice to get out of Middle America’s 
face, if only to hasten the end of the war by a day? 

Jerry was like a guy who puts a “Save The 
Whales” sticker on his bumper and then ticks you 
off by cutting in front of you on the freeway. He 
may have meant well, but he couldn’t have done 
more to prolong the waz if he had been a paid 
agent of the C.I.A. 

And yet... And yet... 

Did I say the ’60s are dead? In another sense, 
they’ve never been more alive. 

I was reminded of that when I checked out the 
Free Speech Movement 25th anniversary rally on 
Sproul steps last Friday. 

To be honest, I expected to find a bunch of 
burnt-out cases scratching their heads, wondering 
why time had passed them by. 

I couldn’t have been more wrong. I saw 
doctors, lawyers, plumbers, teachers, rape 
counselors, stevedores, cab drivers, environmental 
activists and homemakers. And each, in their own 
way, is still fighting the good fight. I may have 
lost my faith, but they sure haven’t. 

It’s like the Chanukah parable Mario Savio told 
at an FSM veterans gathering the next day: 

“What is Heaven like? 

“In Heaven, they sit at a table with all sorts of 
delicacies and good things. They only problem is, 
their arms do not bend. 

“And what is Hell like? 

“In Hell, they sit at a table with all sorts of 
delicacies and good things. The only problem is, 
their arms do not bend. 

“So what is the difference between Heaven and 
Hell? 

“Ah, in Heaven, they feed each other!”

30 feet as the required control area for vegetation 
around inhabited structures. Local jurisdictions have 
discretionary power to raise those standards to a 100 
foot control area, something El Cerrito has already 
done for homes having a direct interface with wildland 
areas, 

Though Cutright does not expect the city to chal- 
lenge any of the bill’s requirements — since the only 
challenge would involve relaxing the standards rather 
than raising them, he said Fire Marshall Mark Scott is 
now reviewing the materials to see if anything might be 
done differently. 

“We're going to leave ourselves open for further 
analyses as to what the conditions are,” Cutright said. 

The department is currently involved in a study 
identifying the characteristics of urban conflagration, 
what causes transmittal of fire from building to build-

section of the property follows Arlington Boulevard 
south of the Kensington Public Library. 

The new board had to decide Tuesday whether to 
submit the purchase decision concerning Parcel B to 
the voters in March. That advisory measure had to be 
submitted to the election board by Dec. 9. 

That was not the only option, however. Some com- 
munity members would like to see Parcels A and B 
purchased now, with the proceeds of the already de- 
cided upon assessment. Fike said early Tuesday that he 
might well agree with that position but did not know 
the feelings of the other members. 

“ve been getting suggestions from all sides, but 
because of the Brown Act, (we) board members can’t 
discuss them yet,” he said, preceding the meeting. 

“T think there’s a certain logic to buying A and B 
outright,” he said. “I believe we could buy both parcels, 
and there could (still) be a significant capital fund left 
over for demolition and maintenance costs.” 

It is future maintenance funding that forms a major 
part of the purchase discussion. Fike is an economist 
himself — an assistant professor of economics at Holy 
Names College — and was examining the spread 
sheets Tuesday in preparation for the discussion. 

“Currently, the KCSD has between $40,000 and 
$50,000 budgeted for operation and maintenance of its 
recreational services,” he said. “The former board 
essentially proposed that we buy Parcel A, with the 
assessment (also) providing $60,000 a year for main- 
tenance. 

“Tm uncomfortable with the proposal: nothing pro- 
vides tax relief from the general fund.”

Prior to his resignation, Lefler was on disability 
leave for six months. Cappio will leave next summer. 

Cappio applauded the reorganization, in part, she 
said, because her department has been understaffed 
since the city began experiencing budgetary problems. 

“My big complaint is that there aren’t enough bod- 
ies to do what we have to do here,” she said. 

Under the new department, public works and plan- 
ning will share an adminstrative secretary, one of the 
new positions added. 

Fields added, “A '!n* ~€ cities have gone through this. 
We have sufferer becouse »f the sheer amount of paper 
we touch everyday” — documents that need to be 
typed, mailed, filed, and processed. 

Cappio’s and Lefler’s positions will be split be- 
tween three new positions: a director of Community 
Development & Environmental Resources, a planning 
manager, and an engineering, building & maintenance 
manager. 

Reshuffling the department structure will likely 
cost the city an additional $11,000, but Fields con- 
ceded the salary range he projected for the director’s 
position may be a low estimate. 

The director, among other responsibilities, would 
absorb the leadership functions of both departments.

mer. It has been at least five years since an independent 
analysis of this kind has been performed. 

Police Chief Larry Murdo, however, took a differ- 
ent view of the action. 

“This was politically motivated. Out of the blue a 
lameduck council member suddenly alleged misman- 
agement in my department, but since it came up I 
welcome it,” he said. 

Bill Cain, who sat on the council when the issue was 
first brought up, highlighted some additions to the 
proposed analysis. 

“There is a great deal of emphasis on confidential 
interviews with department people, staff and council 
members, but the one key element that is missing is 
citizen participation,” he said. “They should be able to 
contribute as to what they want in a police officer.” 

Both Mayor Mike Brodsky and Baker agreed the 
community may bencti: from a structured community 
oversight, but Brown, the lead consultant from Ralph 
Anderson & Associates. said the cost of mailing out 


questionnaires would add nearly $10,000 to the price.

_ Instead, council membeis decided to solicit public 
comment through public hearings and agenda items. 

“I think there is strong desire for more citizen 
involvement in this process and it should be further 
explored,” said Brodsky.

ing beyond a small area like a city block. 

“We have good ideas on how fire lines burn; we’re 
less clear on how cities conflagrate from building to 
building,” he said, 

The department is working with the University of 
California Fire Unit and that agency’s consultant in 
studying the issue. The East Bay Vegetation Manage- 
ment Consortium is also concentrating now on fire 
behavioral models for cities, Cutright said. 

“This is the same modelling we saw 20 years ago in 
(analyzing) wildland burning,” he said. “We’re just 
getting started with residential areas. ... Past a certain 
point, houses become excellent fuel sources.” 

In such a study, he said, the East Bay is definitely on 
the cutting edge of proactive fire management. 

Another issue has been raised by the CDF zoning. 
The Very High Fire Hazard Severity Zone has borders 
which are continuous with zones in East Richmond 


In other-words, the $40,000 from general property 
tax revenues remains in the budget while current ex- 
penditures are slated to be shifted to assessment fund- 
ing — about $27 per household added to the landscape 
and lighting assessment. 

“There’s no reduction of revenues in the other 
budget,” Fike said, adding that, while there will be a 
“marginal increase” in maintenance costs because of 
the increase in property size, “$27 is about what it 
would cost to buy Parcel B.” 

Fike thinks it might work quite well to continue to 
use the general revenues to pay for maintenance, 
perhaps building in a small increment to the assess- 
ment in order to cover any increased maintenance cost. 

“Tf it takes about $27 to get $60,000, it might take 
about $4 or $5 (more) to get $10,000,” he said. “Then 
you'd be in the ballpark of what you’re taxing people 
anyway, but you’d get all the property.” 

Some residents don’t see the purchase of Parcel B as 
critical, but Fike hopes that decision will be made with 
all the facts in perspective. A decision not to buy those 
two acres will essentially mean a loss of Parcel A as 
well, according to the agreement the former board 
made with the school district, which has specific plans 
in mind for the property should the community decide 
not to purchase it. 

“Parcel B sticks into Parcel A more than people 
realize,” he said. “(In addition, the contract says that) 
the service district won’t protest any subdivision of the 
property.” That means de facto that the KCSD will 
have to rezone the area — now zoned residential— and 
will have to change the General Plan, which calls for 
open space and public use of the site. 


Councilmember Elizabeth Baker urged the Council 
to accept the proposal saying, “I still think we may not 
have enough in this department which is the guts of 
making this city work. We may have a hard time 
recruiting for that position with that salary.” 

Cappio added, somewhat jokingly, “The other du- 
ties that are required for this job is the ability to walk 
on water — and you have to be willing to pay for that.” 

Comments from audience on the subject varied. 

“Right now staff is just pedaling to stay in place,” 
said resident Michael Feiner. 

“If its another $50,000 to get this going we should 
look at it as an investment in our future. If we run in 
place we will never get ahead.” 

Another resident, David Arken, said, “What this 
really does is create a third upper level management 
position when we have two unique and valuable people 
now. We could just as well have hired two more 
assistants for the same money.” 

Other residents were concerned because the new 
department will not employ a full-time engineer. The 
engineering manager would not need the same level of 
background and education that Lefler needed in order 
to act as the engineering director. 

Rather, the city would contract out for an indepen- 
dent engineer to “sign off” on projects, meaning that 


He added that the study will take approximately 14 
weeks to present a final report of their findings to the 
City Council. He stressed that comparison of data such 
as service level per dollar spent between cities and 
authorities of a similar size be viewed as “interesting 
rather than informative.” 

Brown said the analysis seeks to gauge the effec- 
tiveness of police systems, such as budgeting, equip- 
ment utilization, and safety practices and procedures. 

“This analysis will validate many of the things I 
have been saying for years,” said Murdo, “Our dis- 
patching system is a 1970’s system that is so old we 
have a difficult time trying to coordinate it with other 
equipment.” 

The study will likely identify deficiencies in the 
dispatching system which will need to be corrected at 
a cost to the city. 

“I would rather know the answer than have tragedy 
result from it,” said Cain emphatically. 

In addition to his request for more citizen participa- 
tion, Cain recommended the consultants consider spe- 
cific requests, including a study of staffing schedules, 
a more detailed look at travel policy and accountabil- 
ity, and the use of overtime hours. 

“T am especially concerned with how the cardroom 
will effect police work,” said Cain. “I think for the 
citizens comfort this kind of independent analysis 
should have been done up-front.” 

Brodsky agreed with many of Cain’s recommenda- 
tions and said, “Of the mail I get most of it is in regard 
to the city’s traffic and safety policies.” 

Other residents doubted the analysis would address 
their concerns over police department work, 

Resident Evan Flavell took issue with the city’s 
proposed method of traffic abatement, namely, the use 
of roadway features like speed humps to slow traffic, 

He urged the creation of a dedicated traffic enforce- 
ment officer and said, “Roadway features should be a 
last resort.”

It was 0800 on a cold June 12 
moming in 1945. The thick fog 
hung like a giant curtain over the 
two majestic orange towers of the 
Golden Gate Bridge while our large 
gray troop transport moved slowly 
underneath.

We were returning to the States, 
home after three years in the South 
Pacific.

The moaning of the fog horns could 
be heard in the distance and the 
light from Point Bonita lighthouse 
was visible off the port bow.

Lloyd fled his home in New 
York for Malibu but eventually 
retreated in 1973 to monklike 
obscurity in Big Sur for 15 years. 
He devoted time to Eastern reli- 
gion, discovering new sages like 
Rama Krishna and Vivekananda. 
For nearly 10 years, he barely 
emerged other than for a rare per- 
formance or record date. But 
when French pianist Michel 
Petrucciani (then a 17-year-old 
prodigy) appeared at his doorstep 
in 1981, he said “it was provi- 
dence calling.” 


“T never thought I would go 
back and play in public,” said 
Lloyd, who decided to tour the 
world with the young virtuoso. 
“(But) I got bit by the cobra 
again. I realized (music is) what I 
do. You can go to the mountain- 
top, but you have to come back 
down to the towns. Then I went 
back to the cave and realized I 
couldn’t stay in the cave.” 

A near-death experience in 
1986—a rare birth defect that led 
to a severe intestinal disorder— 
reinvigorated his passion for 
music once again, and he pursued 
his career with a full head of 
steam. 

Fish Out of Water, Lloyd’s 
1988 ECM release, introduced the 
world to his new and ongoing 
collaboration with Swedish 
pianist Bobo Stenson. The two 
teamed up again for Notes From 
Big Sur, again on ECM, but this 
time joined by bassist Anders 


Jormin and drummer Ralph Peter- 
son. (Lloyd has released two new 
records this year: the Call on 
ECM and Acoustic Masters on 
Atlantic with Walton, Williams 
and Higgins. In June, 
Atlantic/Rhino re-released Forest 
Flower: Live at Monterey and 
Dreamweaver.) 

“T’ve always had -this love 
affair with getting together a 
group of musicians with broad 
tastes and creativity, playing in 
the now, that draw on a collective 
kind of awareness or ability to 
transcend the notion of limited 
self.” he says. “And it’s easiest to 
do that in a quartet.” 

Notes resonates with a relaxed, 
almost languid flow of ideas that 
Lloyd says reflects his spiritual 
interests (“there’s something 
deeper in the tone, a distillation of 
the essence of Big Sur”). The 
muscular sound is still there, but 
Yoshi’s audiences will also get a 
dose of the powerhouse ideas that 
have led many to compare Lloyd 
to John Coltrane. 

His appearance two years ago 
at the New York Newport Jazz 
Festival’s Coltrane tribute left no 
doubt about this for those who 
saw him performing with ex- 
Trane alumni McCoy Tyner on 
piano and Elvin Jones on drums. 

His performance was called 
the highlight of the festival by 
many critics. Peter Watrous of the 
New York Times said: “In his 
mixture of blues phrases, classical 
exercise quotations, howls and 
screams and gentle melodic sensi- 
bility, Mr. Lloyd has come up 
with a strange and beautiful distil- 
lation of the American experi- 
ence, part abandoned and wild,

Lloyd was encouraged by a 
family that valued education, and 
after high school he attended the 
University of Southern Califor- 
nia, where he pursued classical 
music. 

“At first when I was young, I 
was very moved by the modern 
guys: Stravinsky, Berg, Bartok, 
Webern, Debussy,” says Lloyd.

It was 
too sterile for me. I found the 
other community, and that 
became my school.” 

The “other community” was 
the jazz underground of Los 
Angeles where Lloyd gigged reg- 


ularly with Ornette Coleman, 


Bobby Hutcherson, Don Cherry, 
Scott LaFaro and Eric Dolphy. 

Today, Lloyd stays very busy, 
touring the United States and 
abroad. Yet with intensity of his 
schedule, he admits that he 
pauses occasionally to recharge 
his batteries. 

“I love music,” said Lloyd. 
“It’s always inspired my life, led 
me to a higher quest (and) the 
whole notion of peace and love in 
our lives.”

@ The premise of a male 
pregnancy sounds 
unfunny, but it provides 
some touching moments.

Sometimes in the movies an 
inherently silly idea is redeemed 
by other factors: visual beauty, 
let’s say, as in the recent Only 
You. Strong personalities do the 
trick in Ivan Reitman’s Junior, 
which reprises the incongruous- 
ness of a partnership between 
Arnold Schwarzenegger and 
Danny DeVito. 


Movies 


By now, thanks to an aggres- 
sive advertising campaign, every- 
body knows that Dr. Alex Hesse 
(Schwarzenegger) gets pregnant 
as part of a medical experiment 
he is conducting with his partner, 
Dr. Larry Arbogast (DeVito). 


The experiment originally 
involved merely providing a drug 
to insure safe preganancies, but 
cutoff of funding causes the two 
doctors to engage in a bold 
attempt to go it on their own. 


Unwittingly, a newcomer to 
the lab, Dr. Diana Reddin (Emma 
Thompson), is drawn into their 
work. The complication is the 
combination of Hesse’s preg- 
nancy and the growing attraction 
between him and Reddin. 


Unlikely as the premise is, the 
contrasts among the three charac- 
ters and their gradual awakening 
to newer kinds of life experience 
make for a situation which is not 
only funny but at times humanly 
touching. 


It also helps that a scarcely 
believable situation is aided by 
innuendo and double meaning in 
the lines. All this is predictable 
enough; what is surprising is that 
the single-joke format manages to 
stay alive (barely) for the two 
hours running time. 


This is due in no small part to 
De Vito’s vivacity and also to that 
of Pamela Reed in a small role 
that goes a long way in filling out 
a rather thin script. 


Reed plays Arbogast’s wife, 
Angela. The two have been 
divorced, but she is pregnant 
(don’t ask), and still wants Arbo- 
gast to be her doctor because she 
has such confidence in his med- 
ical skill. 


This subplot is dispensible but 
adds enormously to the enjoy- 
ment of the goings-on, adding 
just the right measure of comic 
complexity. 

The disparity in physical size 
and ethnic origin of the two male

clash works even better here, 
where they share a common pro- 
fessional instead of familial 
framework. 

Only slightly less improbable 
than the Schwarzenegger-DeVito 
pairing is the presence of Thomp- 
son.

are for participation. 
Adjustable rates 


Ellice Kaminsky of Mount 
Diablo Mortgage gave an expla- 
nation of why and when a loan 
with negative amortization can be 
positive for a purchaser. During 
the last couple of years variable 
rate mortgages have made it pos- 
sible for more people to afford a 
home. 

Variable rate mortgages, some- 
times referred to as adjustable rate 
mortgages, are a great way for 
borrowers who are beginning in 
their profession to afford a larger 
mortgage. Payments start out 
lower and can gradually increase, 
usually as a person’s income

grows or college loans are paid 
off. 

Others like adjustable mort- 
gages because they do not plan to 
be in their home for more than 
five years or they plan to refi- 
nance at a later date. Adjustable 
rate mortgages have a lifetime cap, 
which means that they cannot in- 
crease beyond a specified percent- 
age above the origination rate. 

Another feature of adjustable 
rate mortgages is that some can 
have a cap limiting the actual in- 
crease to the payment. This way a 
borrower can be comforted in 
knowing that the actual payment 
will not go beyond a certain 
amount, making it easier to bud- 
get. Others have a periodic cap on 
the interest rate, usually 1 percent 
every six months, which is tied to 
an index. 


Green Light 


The new Green Light program 
allows very well-qualified bor- 
rowers to get loan approval in 
three hours. The disadvantage of 
this program is that it does not 
allow for exceptions to be made 
for borrowers whose income or 
job history is not conventional or 
easily documented. No qualifier 
and easy qualifier loans were out- 
lined and their usefulness was dis- 
cussed. 

If a borrower has the ability to 
pay a monthly mortgage, or will 
have roommates to help with the 
payment, this type of loan can be 
useful as the lender does not re- 
quire the same type of documen- 
tation. In certain instances the

paperwork can be as little as a 
credit report and a property ap- 
praisal. The down payment re- 
quired is usually 20 to 25 percent 
of the appraised value of the home. 


Low down payments 


Sam Fishman, of Fishman Fi- 
nancial on Solano Avenue in Al- 
bany, told the agents about a 
unique program where the buyer 
could actually purchase a prop- 
erty with no down payment. The 
situation is limited, but possible 
nonetheless. 

Kathy Mitchell and Lisa 
Wagner of KLA Mortgage ex- 
plained the mortgage credit cer- 
tificate program which is avail- 
able to first-time home buyers in 
Alameda and Contra Costa coun- 
ties. For purposes of this program, 
a first-time home buyer is defined 
as one who has not owned a prin- 
cipal residence in the last three 
years. This Federal program is 
actually a tax credit for the life of 
the loan. 

Although some restrictions do 
apply, if a purchaser is qualified 
for this program it can signifi- 
cantly reduce the cost of amonthly 
mortgage payment, making it 
easier to qualify for a mortgage. 
Kathy and Lisa reminded us that 
if the purchaser has the desire to 
be a homeowner, they can usually 
find a way to do it. 

Citibank has come out with 
some very innovative programs 
geared to those who have not had 
a chance to save enough for a 
down payment. One unique pro- 
gram requires the borrower to have 
only a $500 down payment. There 
is an income limit for this pro- 
gram which makes it very well- 
suited to those prospective pur- 
chasers who are just starting out 
or who have a limited or fixed 
income. 

While credit rating is an impor- 
tant factor in the type of loan a 
person can obtain, a person witha 
poor credit history needn’t de- 
spair. There are loans available 
for them as well. A Realtor or a 
loan broker can also aid a person 
in clearing up most credit prob- 
lems. 

Armed with this new informa- 
tion — and a clearer view of old 
information — Realtors are able 
to help prospective purchasers 
make decisions about their home 
purchase, giving them valuable 
information on loan programs 
which can best meet their indi- 
vidual needs.

substantially higher than the asking 
price, artificially inflating property 
values. Many came to believe val- 
ues would keep going up unabated. 
Nothing goes on forever. It all runs 
in cycles. 

Look at Bay Area home prices in 
the past 20 years. There were ups 
and downs, but by late 1989, prices 
had spiraled to record levels. As 
noted above, a frenzied market 
causes a major imbalance in prop- 
erty values. Eventually, fewer and 
fewer buyers could afford, or even 
wanted to buy, homes with inflated 
price tags. Buyer demand dropped. 
Because of this, and other economic 
factors, selling prices on residential 
property had to drop. 

To be fair, I don’t know anyone 
who knew that the wild seller’s 
market would end by early 1990. 
Unfortunate timing, however, has 
been costly to some who bought in 
the boom and needed to sell during 
the bust. Hindsight does give us 20/ 
20 vision. 

Today we have a weakened 
economy. It is another major factor 
in decreasing home prices. It is also 
the motive for more caution in 
would-be buyers. However, there 
are those who see this as a natural 
part of the cycle and recognize the 
proverbial “window of opportu- 
nity.” These are the buyers who 
oppose the crowd mentality. They

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Consider gift giving as way to dramatically cut estate tay 


It’s the season to think about 
gift-giving. For those concerned 
with reducing estate taxes, the 
availability of the $10,000 annual 
gift tax exclusion can be a com- 
pelling incentive to make gifts to 
loved ones before the end of 1994. 
Gifts to your favorite relatives and 
friends today can dramatically 
reduce your final “gift” to Uncle 
Sam. 

Under our unified gift and es- 
tate tax system, we’re each en- 
titled to give away a total of 
$600,000 during our lives or at 
death without any gift or estate 
tax being imposed. Every dollar 
over the $600,000 exemption 
amount is potentially subject to 
estate tax at rates ranging from 37 
percent to 55 percent. 

You are also entitled to make 
tax-free gifts of up to $10,000 per 
recipient to any number of people 
each and every calendar year. 
These gifts are totally excluded 
for estate and gift tax purposes: 
no tax is imposed, and the 
$600,000 amount is not reduced. 
For married couples, the annual 
exclusion can be used to shelter 
gifts of up to $20,000 per recipi- 
ent each year. 

To illustrate the estate tax sav- 
ings that can be achieved by mak- 
ing annual exclusion gifts, con- 
sider the following simple ex- 
ample: 

Mrs. Farley has an estate val- 
ued at $800,000, which she in- 
tends to leave to her four children 
and 12 grandchildren. If she dies 
in 1995, the estate tax bill — due 
and payable nine months from date 
of death — will be $75,000. 


Suppose she makes gifts of 


$10,000 to each of the 16 benefi- 
ciaries in 1994, and an additional 
$10,000 annual exclusion gift to 
each of the four children prior to 
her death in 1995. Mrs. Farley’s 
estate, now valued at $600,000, 
will be totally exempt from estate 
tax — a $75,000 savings by plan- 
ning and accelerating (just a little, 
in this example) the transfer of 
her wealth to her heirs. 

In deciding whether to reduce 
your estate by making annual ex- 
clusion gifts this year or any year, 
a number of factors must be con- 
sidered. Some of these are obvi- 
ous; others are not. 

+ Is your taxable estate likely 
to remain well within the 
$600,000 exemption amount 
whether or not you make gifts? 
Don’t forget to include the value 
of retirement accounts and the face 
amount of life insurance owned 
by you in making this determina- 
tion. If there’s no way your estate 
will exceed $600,000 at death, 
making annual exclusion gifts may 
still be a great idea, but it won’t 
save estate taxes. 


«Are you concerned about 
giving away assets that might be 
needed for your own care? This 
is not an unreasonable concern in 
light of nursing home costs. While 
the recipient may be willing to 
help with your care if the need 
arises, there can be no guarantees. 
For the gift to be removed from 
your estate, it must be given away 
unconditionally. 

¢ What if you want to give 
more than $10,000 to one per- 
son? The gift will generally have 
to be reported on a gift tax return, 
and your $600,000 exemption will

be reduced by the excess over 
$10,000. However, your tax advi- 
sor may be able to help you achieve 
a better result by structuring the 
transfer as part-gift and part-loan. 
Annual exclusion gifts can be used 
to forgive the loan in $10,000 in- 
crements in subsequent years. Be 
advised that the IRS may chal- 
lenge this sort of arrangement asa 
sham if it is not properly struc- 
tured. 

* How about gifts to a spouse? 
Gifts in any amount can be made 
to a U.S. citizen-spouse without 
incurring tax, thanks to the unlim- 
ited marital deduction. While the 
availability of the annual exclu- 
sion isn’t a factor in making these 
gifts, there will be other estate 
planning considerations. (For gifts 
to non-citizen spouses, there is a 
$100,000 annual exclusion, and 
other special rules apply.) 

¢ What if you want to make a 
gift to a child? It’s rarely advis- 
able, and sometimes legally im- 
possible, to make a gift of $10,000 
in value directly to a child. You 
can make the gift to a custodian 
for the benefit of the child under 
the Uniform Transfers to Minors 
Act. Such gifts qualify for the 
annual exclusion, but beware: if 
you name yourself as custodian, 
the gift will remain in your tax- 
able estate.

¢ Gifts in trust are generally 
preferable for children and young 
adults for a number of reasons, 
but they must be carefully struc- 
tured to qualify for the annual 
exclusion. This is because a gift 
must be of a “present interest” 
(for the recipient’s immediate use 
and benefit) to qualify for the an- 
nual exclusion. 

A trust for a child typically 
provides for payments for the 
child’s education and other needs, 
and outright distribution when the 
child reaches a certain age — ben- 
efits which are not considered a 
“present interest.” A gift to the 
trust won’t qualify for the annual 
exclusion unless the trust contains 
some very particular provisions. 
You’ll definitely need the help of 
your attorney or tax advisor in 
this area. 

¢ What do you have to give? 
Gifts of cash are relatively un- 
complicated, but gifts of property

raise additional questions. For 
example, what is the amount of 
the gift? It’s generally the fair 
market value of the property, but 
the IRS may allow a discount in 
some cases. A discounted value 
means more can be given within 
the annual exclusion limit. 


For example, if Uncle Bob gives 
a parcel of real estate worth 
$50,000 to his five nephews, it 
can be successfully argued that 
these gifts aren’t worth $10,000 
each; the lack of control and re- 
duced marketability of a one-fifth 
ownership interest in real estate 
make the value significantly less 


— so Uncle Bob can give more. 


Of critical importance is the 
tax basis of the property (gener- 
ally, its cost, with certain adjust- 
ments) and how it compares with 
the property’s current value. Has 
the property greatly appreciated 
in value? If so, it might make 
more sense to hold on to the prop- 
erty and transfer it to your heirs at 
death. This is because a favorable 
provision of the law “steps up” 
the tax basis of property trans- 
ferred at death to the date of death 
value, with the result that pre- 
death appreciation entirely en- 
tirely escapes capital gains taxa-

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When you fall for the first house you see 


Consider yourself lucky if you 
find a house you like well enough 
to buy soon after you start your 
search. Some buyers look for 
months, and occasionally even for 
years, before they find the right 
house. 

One problem with falling in 
love with the first house you see is 
that you probably won’t know if 
the house is priced right. You also 
might wonder if there are other 
homes on the market that would 
suit you just as well, or perhaps 
even better. 

Buyers who’ve searched for 
months for a home have the ben- 
efit of knowing the inventory. 
They’ve seen everything in their 
price range that might work for 
them. They’ve seen houses that 
subsequently sold so they’ve ac- 
quired some expertise about 
prices. Buyers who’ ve looked at a 
lot of property know a well-priced 
home when they see it. 

Another benefit of seeing a lot 
of property before deciding on 
one to buy is that you develop a 
sense for how realistic your wish 
list it. A wish list is a list of all the 
features you’d ideally like to have 
in the home you eventually buy. 

Let’s say you’d like to have a 
house with a two-car attached ga- 


rage. If the first house you see is 
perfect except for the lack of a 
two-car garage, you may be in- 
clined to hold out for a house 
that’s a little more perfect. 

But if you’ve looked for months 
in an area of older homes, or in a 
dense urban neighborhood, you 
may have discovered that houses 
with two-car garages are virtually 
nonexistent. 

In this case, you’ll know from 
experience that unless you want 
to look for a house indefinitely, 
it’s wise to compromise where the 
garage is concerned. 

Don’t automatically rule out 
buying the first house you see. If 
you do find the house you want 
early in your hunt, the next thing 
you should do is have your agent 
give you a crash course in market 
value. 

Have your agent prepare acom- 
parative market analysis (also 
called a CMA) of the property 
you’re interested in. This will give 
you a list of homes similar to the 
one in question that have sold and 
closed within the last few months. 
The CMA should also include a 
list of pending sales. 

These are similar homes that 
have recently sold but where title 
to the property has not yet passed 


_as—_—_— 
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to the new buyer. 

The next step — and this will 
require time and energy on the 
part of you and your agent —is to 
look at as many of the pending 
sales as you can. Many sellers of 
pending listing will be willing to 
continue to show them to pro- 
spective buyers with the hope that 
a buyer may be willing to make a 
backup offer. (A backup offer is a 
secondary offer that will move 
into primary position if the first 
offer collapses.) 

Looking at properties that have 
just sold is a way to educate your- 
self about market value. 

Also have your agent show you 
all the properties currently on the 
market in your price range that 
may suit your needs. This way 
you’ll know if there’s anything 
else currently on the market that 
may work for you. Looking at 


more houses should confirm 
whether or not the house you’re 
evaluating is the right one for you. 

Try to get a sense of how unique 
the house you’re interested in 
might be. Ask your agent to pro- 
vide you with a list of similar 
homes that have sold during the 
past year or so. Are there many 
homes like the one you’re inter- 
ested in, or is there a shortage of 
this type of house? If there are 
plenty of similar homes, there’s 
less urgency to make an immedi- 
ate decision. If there’s a shortage 
of this type of house, you may 
need to move quickly. 

To ensure you’re not overpay- 
ing, include a clause in your pur- 
chase contract that makes the con- 
tract contingent upon the property 
appraising for the purchase price. 
But, don’t ‘make the mistake of 
passing up one of the first houses 
you see just because it’s one of the 
first. You may be kicking your- 
self later for not acting quickly if 
you search for months and find 
nothing you like as well.

The fact that traditional corner 
cabinets are once again gracing 
contemporary homes is probably 
due to the design’s combination 
of charm and utility. 

Blending distinct styling with 
a clever use of space, these cabi- 
nets are ideal for filling empty 
corners in kitchens and dining 
rooms and for displaying a vari- 
ety of china and collectibles. 

The do-it-yourself corner cabi- 
net pictured here is a classic ex- 
ample. 

It fits snugly into a corner and 
has three display shelves behind 
paned glass doors on top and two 
shelves behind wooden doors on 
the bottom. 

It’s built from pine and can be 
finished with a light, country-style 
finish or with a dark stain. 

The required materials are easy 
to find and include standard pine 
lumber and two sheets of pine 
plywood, along with glass, mold- 
ing, dowels and hardware.
